\ INTRODUCTION 
When financial income is at an all 
time high, it may seem out of place 
to call attention of Southern Baptists 
to unpaid debts.

A Chatlenge To Mississippi Drys 
AN EDITORIAL ? 

Mississippi dry forces now face the greatest chal- 
lenge of the long history of their fight against ‘liquor. 

For more than half a century the state has had 
prohibition, and for the past several years, Missis- 
sippi alone has had these laws. 

On July 1 that prohibition era comes to an end. 
The.demise was decreed by action of the legislature 
and signature of the governor last week. 

After July 1 counties may vote themselves out 
from under the prohibition laws by local option. 

This end to prohibition comes without a vote on 
the issue.by the people of the state. Had they been 
allowed. to express themselves in a_ statewide 
referendum, we believe that they would have rejected 
the legalization plan. , 

Nevertheless, local option legalization has been 
adopted, and this is no time for the drys to quibble on 
the whys and hows. 

The task of the dry forces now is to keep legalized 
liquor out,@f as many counties as possible. 

In the last liquor referendum in.1952, drys won in 
67 of the state’s counties, and lost by only a small 
margin in several of the 15 counties whicli voted wet. 

When the new law conies into force in a few 
weeks, wets in any county may petition for local op- 
tion elections to be held within 60 days. This means 
that the issue-may be voted on in many Mississippi 
counties before the summer is over.

NEW YORK -- In political-

To combat the embargo on 
importing . books in Indone- 
sian languages, the Indonesi- 
an Bible Society opened its 
own plant in Bogor re¢ently.

They “hawk” their wares by telestar around the world 
and deliver their products by jet so it will arrive fresh and at its best. 
The Jews are buying bonds at 3% interest to re-build an Israel that 
excludes Christ and Southern Baptists are still having to charge their 
own people 6% interest for money to build a church house in which 
to preach His glorious gospel.
